The total cost of the 
survey was $10,000, with the 
city paying $5,000 and the Fed- 
eral Government $5,000. 

The survey covers three major 
categories — research, planning 
and implementation. 

The planning portion covers 
a population and research study, 
and land use analysis, unde- 
planning a report оп major 
streets, community facilities and 
an analysis of the residential 
area and a discussion of gen-|~ 
eral land use. 

Implementation covers capi- 
lal improvement, the business 
district, annexation, and plan- 
ning procedure. 

The Commission's report said
